(Bditob UniTisir Coj.onist: — Hnvinjr for 
.sometime past studied thc<iucsliouof a coast routo 
•tO'tho Northern mines, and collected some infor- 
mation on tho subject, your leader of the Sth inst. 
naturally attracted mj^aitcnttoo.' Indeed, tho «ub- 
jeot deser'veg the serious consideration of all those 
.connected with the welfaro of the two Colonies ; 
nor do I doubt that a very av.-iilable route may be 
.aoon and easily opened in that direction. 

The difficulties of a coast route to the Northern 
jinines arc supposed to consi.U in what is commonly 
called thoCoast llan;,'o of JIoiint.-\ins, an c\prcs- 
tion which, ho-wcvor, conveys iin on uni'ous iilea; 
the more so, as the few niountaius which do tigure 
on tho maps arc altogether incpr|^Otly laid down. 
There arc, in /act, two ranges of mountains in the 
ways the Coast Uange, properly so called, a con- 
tinuation of Ihc back-bone of Vancouver Island, 
which croMea over to the main land opposite Fort 
liupcrt, and itreteheaVnQrtbmrd>tan average 
distance of 20 miles from tho Pacific coast and an 
elcvationof 2000 feet; and tlve sccund, a continu, 
ation of the I.ilooct range of mountains, which 
meets the first near Dean's Canal. 

The Liloooc spur of the Caicado Mountains 
strikes olf from near Fort Ilopcin nnorthwestcrly 
direction, and fuUvws a .str.-n.^lit line from tliat 
iinlrit to Fort SinHiKin. At tie southern end of 
Lake Ilarriion may be considcreii us its centre, 
froi;iw,hio^.oallaterat branchec,, embracing Bur

.some without a vestigo nf clolhin:;, others 
lying peccefullf ns they fell; the village 
wa.s almost too foul to pass through, almost 
every house had its inmates of dead in some 
gha.'^tly fiirm or other — what tho sword had 
coiiinicnced the fire hail tMideil. 

Death and blai^k ruin lay everywhere lo- 
getner. .Spite of all this, ontj old woman, 
who seemed neatly ei^;hty yi',irs of ago, had 
remained there a witness to the fearful con- 
snmmation.' Horhapfl she v»aa too feeble to 
fly, or hell! the little ' life then flowing in

peota. 

Since t)io sailing of Uie last steamer for 
San Francisco, reliable information lias been 
received of the discovery of .^f^jryiricUjiligj 
sings on Antler Creek, in the'Carilioo qoiin- 
try. Parties direct frprn the Forks of Ques- 
nelle River reporljhB Antler Ci-eelc 'd^ 
-.baving prospebtedl ' $75^1^- tfig^p^^^^ Jlme 
recent advices stillrs'iitB that from S50 to 
SlOO-'td'Jhe'-rodket'are being made per day. 
^be Antler Creek cliscoverios are dm wing 
away the miners fmin Victoria and all pans 
of British Columbia lo tliat reyioii, Tlie ex- 
citement about the Cariboo country is stead- 
ily on the increase ; and eo far as we can 
judge by the information ihat readies us, we 
conclude that within a few months a larger 
population will be collecicJ in the vicinity 
of the Forks of Qiiesnelle limn in tho whole 
of British Colunibia put together. The 
well-known, rich-jiaving claims worked 
upon the tributaries of Quesnelle River last 
yunr, warrants us in believing that the mi- 
ners will bo amply rewarded for their labor 
and haidships ; and that the yield of gold 
for tiia burtont year vill far exceed any pro- 

Yioua^'eiir. 

There' is conipVratively little difficulty in 
reaching Quesnelle River this season. A 
trader recently arrived from there within 
twelve days. This is considured good lime 
for the season ; but %vhen the road.s are bet- 
ter as tho season advances, parties may ex- 
press through in less time.

The improved con- 
dition of the trails this year will enable 
travelers to make the journey to Cariboo 
quicker than formerly; and also allo»i 
traders to introduce supplies at much lower 
lates.

Tha town is pretty well thinned of its late largo 
floating population, and tho demand for goods for 
local consumption has consequently decreased to 
nearly one-half that of last winter. A great fall- 
ing off is also observable In the orders from tho 
Sound, and the small craft plying between this 
port and Port Townsend are not near so well 
patronized in the matter of freight as during tho 
wintsr months. The rush of miners to the' upper 
country has, however, fully compensated for tho 
decline in the local trade. The orders sent from 
the sister Colony far exceed those of any other 
season since the fall of 1858, and wo arc informed 
that the customa revenue collected at New West- 
minster dnring the week ending April 6th, far ex- 
ceeded that for tho same period of the two previ- 
ous yean. 

The credit system seems to have entered very 
genersUj into'thc Irsnsactions of our merchants, 
recently, and the return of treasure from above 
each week falls far short nf the amount of mer- 
chandise exported to liritish Columbia. Aiitls 
well known, however, that packers and boatmen 
almost invariably in the spiing of the year pur- 
chase their first and second loads on credit from 
the up-countrjr merchant, but little uneasiness need 
be felt but that the imports of treasure will shortly 
fully reach if not exceed the exports of merchan- 
dise.
